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Important applications of stable and/or radioactive isotopes

Darmstadtium was discovered in 1994 at the GSI Helmholtz Centre for Heavy lon Research in
Darmstadt, Germany. Its discovery was confirmed in 2001. It was named Darmstadtium after its

place of discovery.

Applications: Darmstadtium has no known isotopic applications aside from scientific research.
